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New Senate, House lines shift political boundaries

The changing boundaries of state Senate and state 
House of Representatives districts are creating some 
political shake-up for Nelson County. The district 
lines are redrawn every 10 years based on population 
from the U.S. Census to provide equal representation 
throughout the state. 

Nelson County experienced a growth rate of 15.9 
percent since 2000, which is double the state’s 
growth rate of 7.4 percent. The population growth 


rate decreased in counties in Eastern and Western 
Kentucky, while the population swelled in Jefferson, 
Fayette and Nelson counties. 

The Senate voted 22-14 and the House voted 58- 
39 to approve the redistricting plans Thursday, which 
were expected to be signed by Gov. Steve Beshear. 

Nelson County will see a change in its political 
representation if the proposed plans are approved. 

Currently Nelson County is represented by Sen. 
Jimmy Higdon in the 14th Senate district, which 
includes Marion, Mercer, Nelson, Washington and

Officials suspect barn fires were intentionally set

Fires that destroyed two barns on 
Hershell Feathers Lane Wednesday 
night may have been intentionally set. 

At least one juvenile is a suspect in 
the blazes, Nelson County Sheriff 
Stephen Campbell confirmed 
Thursday. 

The Bardstown-Nelson County Fire 
Department was dispatched to the area 
about 6:09 p.m. 

“We did have a structure that was 
probably 20 by 80 (feet) long that was 
fully involved. It was actually three 
quarters of it full of rolled bales of hay 
or straw,” fire department Sgt. Paul 
Vance said. 

Firefighters moved nearby hay trail¬ 
ers away from the barn, but Vance said 
there were 25-30 bales inside, and it’s 
hard to extinguish a fire inside bales 
until they’re torn apart, a feat that 
would likely require large equipment. 

“Once you get a roll bale on fire you

have to actually physically take it apart 
to suppress it,” he explained. 

Firefighters were on scene about two 
hours, during which time they surveyed 
the area and also checked out another 
barn about 150 yards away. 

“Obviously somebody had set this 
fire, and there was a possibility that 
because there was a second barn 150 


yards away — there was a possibility of 
a second fire,” Vance said. “They didn’t 
have no electricity out there and we had 
found in a grain bin evidence that 
somebody had been burning hay in that 
grain bin.” 

There were also signs hay had been 
burned inside a large, metal culvert 
pipe on the property, and a fiberglass 
tank about 20 feet away had smoke 
rolling out of it, also possibly set on 
fire, according to Vance. 

When the fire department left on 
another run, they reportedly asked the 
man leasing both barns, Ricky 
O’Daniel, to watch it for the evening. 

“About 30 minutes after we got 
back, at 9:04 p.m., we got knocked out 
on a second barn fire, which was the 
second barn out there,” Vance said. 

Because the fire department had 
checked out the second barn during its 
first run, Vance said he believes the 
second fire may have been intentional¬ 
ly set some time between 8:30 and 9:04

Too many chiefs? 

Fire dept, corporation 
votes for new top post

A new chief was elected for the Bardstown-Nelson 
County Volunteer Fire Department Inc. Monday, but 
Bardstown Mayor Bill Sheckles insists that depart¬ 
ment, often referred to as the “corporation,” should 
have the same chief as the City of Bardstown Fire 
Department. 

Anthony Mattingly remains chief of the city depart¬ 
ment, appointed by Sheckles. However, the city depart¬ 
ment’s First Assistant Chief Marlin Howard was elect¬ 
ed chief of the corporation by a vote of 32-12, Sheckles 
told PLG-TV 13. 

“We’ve never had two chiefs,” Sheckles said 
Thursday. “It’s going to complicate things. It’s not nec¬ 
essary. We won’t have two chiefs, OK, we’ll have one 
chief.” 

On Wednesday, Howard did not want to comment 
specifically on his plans.

District outlines 
revenue-saving options 
for FY 2013 budget

As the Nelson County School District seeks to cut 
expenditures for next school year, it may face cuts in 
special education for the second year in a row, along 
with draw-downs in spending on the district level. 
However, the school board voted Tuesday to keep the 
number of staff almost the same as in the current fiscal 
year. 

Executive Director of Operations Tim Hockensmith 
delivered a draft budget predicting further state fund¬ 
ing cuts for fiscal year 2012-2013. Nonetheless, the 
board voted to work with a compensating tax rate — a 
rate that would keep property tax revenues the same — 
rather than a 4 percent increase for the preliminary 
budget passed Tuesday. 

Also approved by the board was a 2012-2013 
staffing formula that would “essentially keep your 
staffing formula unchanged, with one exception,”

District gears up for new tests

B ards town Elementary 
School is focusing on small- 
group instruction to prepare 
for the new K-PREP stan¬ 
dardized test, which will be 
introduced for the first time 
this spring as a replacement 
for the KCCT test. 

The K-PREP is part of a 
move to overhaul statewide 
testing and measures to hold 
districts accountable for stu¬ 
dent performance, imple¬ 
mented by Senate Bill 1. 

Elementary Principal Paul 
Bowling spoke to the 
Bardstown School Board 
Tuesday about how teachers 
and staff are preparing for 
the changes in testing and 
curriculum. 

“We talked to a few 
schools around the state that 
have really high test scores 
and one of the things that we 
saw that they were doing and 
we were not was small- 
group instruction or learning 
centers,” Bowling said. “A 
light bulb went off and we 
really came back and started 
organizing some small- 
group instruction in our 
school.” 

In many cases, he said, a 
classroom is divided into a 
number of groups and while 
the teacher works with one 
group, others focus on dif¬ 
ferent aspects of a particular 
lesson. 

“It is so much easier for 
them to see that the kids are 
understanding the material 
when they’ve got five or six 
of them in front of them,” 
Bowling said. “Also, the 
teachers are telling me that 
the kids are asking questions 
more than they would in a 
whole group.” 

Such an approach also 
offers teachers an avenue to 
review past material, he 
added. 

Board member Margie 
Bradford said she thought 
small-group instruction 
sounded like a great idea. 

Now that the district has 
received a breakdown of 
what topics will be tested on 
the K-PREP, the school will 
begin scrimmages in the 
next few weeks based on 
that material, Bowling said. 
The scrimmages, or practice 
tests, should extend to all 
grades, kindergarten through 
eighth, according to District 
Wide Programs/Instruction 
and Assessment Support 
Director Cara Blackmon. 

Three scrimmages are 
planned between this week 
and the test, Bowling said, 
adding they would help the 
district focus more on the 
individual student’s 

progress. 

One way in which the K- 
PREP will be different from 
the previous standardized 
test is that it will be timed. 

“Some of it, especially the 
writing-on-demand in the 
fifth grade, is kind of a short 
amount of time for what 
they’re asking them to do, 
and we’re concerned about 
that,” Bowling said, stating 
teachers will help the kids 
practice through short timed 
tests. 

Draft budget 

A draft budget assuming a 
property tax increase for a 4 
percent increase in tax rev¬ 
enue in fiscal year 2012- 
2013 was approved by the 
board. 

District Finance Officer 
Pat Hagan estimated the dis¬ 
trict population will increase 
60-80 students next year, 
and with more students than 
ever at Bardstown High — 
about 700 — the school may 


need to hire a new math 
teacher. 

The approximately $20 
million draft budget will 
appear before the board 
again in May, with a final 
budget approved in August. 
At that time the board will 
make its final decision as to 
whether to take a tax 
increase. 

The draft budget may 
change quite a bit before the 
final draft is approved, as 
property valuations and esti¬ 
mates of state funding for 
the district are released, 
Hagan said. 

“Budgets are a living, 
breathing thing. They 
change all the time,” he told 
the board. 

The budget assumes the 
district will earn much lower 
interest rates on its accounts 
next fiscal year, and in the 
fourth year without textbook 
funding from the state, 
Hagan wasn’t optimistic for 
2012-2013. 

“I’ve just given up on text¬ 
books — I’m assuming 
we’re not going to get that. 
I’m assuming we’re not 
going to get safe schools 
money, and I’m assuming 
we’re not going to get ESS 
(Extended School Services) 
money,” he said. 

Taxes 

The Bardstown 

Independent School District 
collected about $129,000 
more in distilled spirits taxes 
than predicted, Hagan 
reported. 

“We collected 93 percent 
of bills, which is exactly the 
same as we did last year,” he 
told the board. That number 
may climb to 97 or 98 per¬ 
cent by the end of the fiscal 
year, he said. 

The district saved about 
50 days of labor costs by 
purchasing new software to 
handle taxes. Usually the 
district hires extra labor dur¬ 
ing tax season, Hagan said. 
New tax bills mailed out this 
year will be bigger next year, 
he said. 

Comprehensive plan 

The board approved a sec¬ 
ond and final reading of a 
2011 updated comprehen¬ 
sive plan for the district that 
emphasizes Professional 
Learning Communities, or 
regular teacher meetings 
where they can share ideas. 

Another goal is “to teach 
the teachers to strategically 
look at data,” Blackmon 
said. “That is something 
where I don’t think we’ve 
done a good job.” 

The district also aims to 
improve parental involve¬ 
ment. “That includes more 
than just parents being 
informed. That’s allowing 
opportunities for the two- 


way conversations to occur,” 
she told the board. 

The Kentucky 

Department of Education 
has approved the plan, she 
said. 

In other news: 

• Holsclaw recognized the 
school board in honor of 
School Board Recognition 
Month. The strings orchestra 
of seventh- through 10th- 
graders performed in their 
honor under the direction of 
Paola Manrique-Land. 

• Michael Sloane was 
named the new chair of the 
school board, with Margie 
Bradford as vice chair. The 
positions are generally rotat¬ 
ed annually. 

• Fund 1 claims for the 
last month were at 
$140,800.55, more than 
$37,000 above last year. This 
is in part because of more 
money paid in worker’s 
compensation and diesel 
fuel, and because capital 
outlay funds the district has 
been authorized to spend for 
general uses is now included 
in fund 1 instead of fund 310 
or 320, according to 
Holsclaw. 

• A Nutrition and Physical 
Report Card showed an 
increase in the average num¬ 
ber of calories consumed for 
lunch, from 694 in 2010 to 
747 in 2011. The district tar¬ 
get is 664. Calcium, iron, 
vitamin A, vitamin C, pro¬ 
tein and total fat were higher 
than the target. 

• The board approved a 
Family Resources and Youth 
Services Center Assurance 
Certification for 2013-2014 
to continue working with the 
district’s two centers. 

• The board agreed to 
apply for a $100,000 WHAS 
Crusade for Children grant, 
a joint application with the 
Nelson County School 
District. The districts are 
generally awarded about half 
of what they ask for, or 
around $50,000 — roughly 
equal to what Nelson 
County collects for the 
Crusade, Holsclaw said. 
“They basically give you 
back what you collect.” 

The grant application out¬ 
lines a project to construct at 
least one multi-sensory or 
sensory modification room 
for special needs students, as 
well as maximizing a 
Bardstown campus play¬ 
ground for special needs 
access. The playground 
would be open to Nelson 
County District students, the 
application states. 

• The board accepted an 
offer of assistance from the 
state School Facilities 
Construction Commission, 
which is awarded every 
other year. This year’s award 
was $27,384 in annual debt 
service for construction or 
renovation of facilities.

No one was injured after 
a fire damaged a bedroom 
in a house on 110 Allender 
Lane Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

The Bardstown-Nelson 
County Fire Department 
was dispatched to the home 
roughly 5 miles north of 
Bardstown shortly after 4 
p.m. Once on scene, fire¬ 
fighters were able to put out 
the blaze quickly, according 
to Marlin Howard, newly 
elected chief of the 
Bardstown-Nelson County 
Volunteer Fire Department, 
Inc. 

“It was not a problem 
getting it extinguished after 
we got to it,” he said. 

The fire appeared to 
have started in the bedding 
material, Howard said, but 
the cause of the fire was 
unclear. Items such as a 
phone charger had been 
plugged in, he said. 

Homeowner Suzanne 
Conder said her daughter, 
Ali Conder, 14, had just 
arrived home from school 
when she discovered smoke 


in her bedroom. 

“She walked in on it,” 
Conder said. 

Howard said the door to 
the bedroom was closed 
until firefighters arrived, 
which helped to contain the 
blaze. 

Around 4:45 p.m., fire¬ 
fighters were pulling 
burned items, including 
stuffed animals and a mat¬ 
tress, out of the home onto 
the front lawn. 

The first floor of the 


house suffered light smoke 
damage, with moderate 
damage to the bedroom and 
a light smoke smell in the 
basement, Howard said. 

Suzanne and Ali Conder, 
along with Suzanne’s hus¬ 
band, Darrell Conder, and 
son, Dalton Conder, 19, 
were not injured in the fire. 
However, Suzanne was 
coughing from the smoke 
as she watched firefighters. 

“I went in. I was going 
for pictures,” she said.

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Hockensmith said. 

That exception would be 
to change the number of 
custodians needed per 
square feet of building. By 
increasing the square 
footage per custodian, the 
district would likely be able 
to eliminate five positions 
district-wide to compensate 
for the additional five posi¬ 
tions needed to staff Thomas 
Nelson High School when it 
opens in August 2012, 
Hockensmith explained. 

Hockensmith said he is 
also working with TNHS 
Principal Wes Bradley to 
seek proposals to possibly 
outsource custodial work 
there to see if it is more cost- 
effective. 

As in a work session ear¬ 
lier this month, the board 
reiterated that staff will not 
be doubled with the opening 
of TNHS. For instance, 
while Nelson County High 
School now has six secre¬ 
taries, each school will like¬ 
ly have three next year, 
Hockensmith said. 

At this time, 
Hockensmith predicts only 
two new hires because of the 
new school — a guidance 
counselor and an additional 
teacher. 

The finalization of the 
budget is months away: 
another draft is slated to be 
presented to the board in 
May, with a complete draft 
to be finalized in August. 

Board member Nicky 
Rapier pushed for the com¬ 
pensating rate, but added 
that doesn’t mean he will 
vote for that rate later on. 

“If we tell you to do a 4 
percent budget increase now 
then we’ve locked ourselves 
in,” Rapier said, adding that 
he is not opposed to tax 
increases. He pointed to the 
board’s vote on last year’s 
first-draft budget for a com¬ 
pensating rate, though it ulti¬ 
mately chose a 2.5-percent 
revenue increase. 

“I really think we ought to 
work from the minimum and 
work our way up,” board 
member Frank Hall agreed. 

Cutting expenses 

Superintendent Anthony 
Orr outlined a number of 


ways in which the district 
plans to decrease expenses 
in the fiscal year 2012-2013 
budget, including a 
$150,000 cut in special edu¬ 
cation funding, $100,000 in 
cuts to district-wide posi¬ 
tions and cuts to transporta¬ 
tion costs. 

Unlike last year, the spe¬ 
cial education cuts to which 
Orr was referring wouldn’t 
be mandated by the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education. In March 2011, 
Orr announced that 14-and- 
a-half special ed positions 
would be cut after a drop in 
state funding for those posi¬ 
tions. This time, Orr said, the 
cuts would be the incentive 
of the administration and 
board with the aim to cut 
spending. 

“We think that we can get 
leaner and make some cuts. 
It might be attrition,” Orr 
said. “It would likely be 
where we would condense 
some staff positions but we 
don’t have more details 
about it yet.” 

Those positions affected 
would be on the district¬ 
wide level. Such positions 
range from occupational and 
physical therapists to speech 
pathologists and school psy¬ 
chologists, Orr said, not pin¬ 
pointing any single position 
that may be affected. He said 
he didn’t believe the cuts 
would impact classroom 
instruction. 

“I don’t want you to infer 
that we would cut the servic¬ 
es. We would ... just have 
fewer people providing 
those services,” he said. 

Details on plans to cut 
$100,000 in expenses on the 
level of district-wide admin¬ 
istration were few as of 
Wednesday. 

“We don’t know who, 
what, when or how yet,” Orr 
said, though he mentioned 
attrition — not hiring 
replacements after individu¬ 
als retire — could be an 
option in this area as well. 

After the Nelson County 
Early Learning Center’s first 
semester opens, Orr added 
he believes bus routes can be 
readjusted to cut down on 
fuel costs and wages for bus 
drivers, who have in some 
cases put in more time than 
usual, particularly in trans¬ 
porting students to and from 
half-day preschool. 

“We feel pretty good that 
we’ll be able to cut $250,000 


in transportation for this 
coming year,” Orr said. He 
added he doesn’t foresee a 
large increase in transporta¬ 
tion expenditures with the 
opening of Thomas Nelson 
High School in August 
2012 . 

The district may face an 
increased utility cost of 
$250,000 with the opening 
of TNHS, however, Orr said. 

The expense of new text¬ 
books, which haven’t been 
funded by the state since fis¬ 
cal year 2008, is imminent, 
Hockensmith added, esti¬ 
mating the loss amounts to 
$150,000 a year. 

“We’re not asking for 
money for textbooks in this 
budget, but at some point — 
at some point we know 
we’re going to have to pro¬ 
vide a solution,” he said. 

The big picture 

All the numbers in the 
draft budget are preliminary, 
Hockensmith and Orr 
emphasized, particularly 
since projections of how 
much the district will 
receive in SEEK funding 
has been on shaky footing. 
SEEK is state funding — the 
largest source of revenue for 
the district at a little less than 
60 percent — used for gen¬ 
eral fund expenses. 

In the middle of fiscal 
year 2011, the state 


announced a shortfall that 
translated to about $350,000 
less than expected for the 
Nelson County School 
District. This year, the dis¬ 
trict has learned it will 
receive $466,000 less in 
SEEK than the state had 
estimated. 

Hockensmith predicted 
about a $400,000 shortfall in 
this year’s budget and, he 
told the board, he’s predict¬ 
ing even more for next year’s 
— a $500,000 shortfall. 

Even with a 4 percent 
increase in property tax rev¬ 
enue included in the draft 
budget Hockensmith pre¬ 
sented to the board Tuesday, 
he predicted the district’s 
contingency fund would 
drop by $250,000 from last 
year. The 4 percent increase 
could result in an approxi¬ 
mate $400,000 increase in 
revenue for the district, 
though until property value 
estimates are released in late 
summer, no one will know 
for sure, Orr said. 

The compensating rate 
would bring the drop in con¬ 
tingency to $650,000 as of 
Tuesday’s rough estimate, 
according to Hockensmith. 
Contingency would in that 
case drop from about 4 per¬ 
cent to 3 percent of the 
budget. The state recom¬ 
mends 5 percent with a min¬ 
imum of 2 percent. 


Newly appointed board 
Chair Damon Jackey said 
the board should be cautious 
when it begins discussing a 
decrease in services or a 
drop in the district’s contin¬ 
gency fund. He pointed out 
that, as Hockensmith said, 
the contingency today is at 
approximately one month’s 
payroll for the district, or 
about $2 million at the 
beginning of this year. 

But Hockensmith pointed 
out that other options to save 
money exist, including cut¬ 
ting kindergarten to a half 
day (the minimum required) 
for an estimated savings of 
$350,000, going to four-day 
school weeks, or freezing 
automatic annual employee 
raises. 

“There’s nothing left to 
cut that parents are not going 
to feel and that doesn’t mean 
that when they don’t feel it 
necessarily that it’s not 
important,” Hockensmith 
said. 

With a 4 percent increase, 
the draft budget would be 
$150,000 higher than last 
year’s — $29,869,042 com¬ 
pared to $29,719,042 in 
2011 -2012, Hockensmith 
said. With the compensating 
rate, the budget would 
decrease to $29,469,042. 

In other news: 

• Jackey was elected the 
new chair of the school 


board, with Larry Pate as 
vice chair. The board gener¬ 
ally rotates the positions 
annually. 

• Members of the Nelson 
County Key Club, which has 
about 50 members, present¬ 
ed information on their club 
to the board. 

• The Nelson County 
School Board agreed to 
redraw board members’ dis¬ 
trict lines to match the mag¬ 
isterial districts approved by 
Nelson Fiscal Court, pend¬ 
ing state approval. Hall rep¬ 
resents District 1, Adam 
Wheatley District 2, Pate 
District 3, Rapier District 4 
and Jackey District 5. 

• Director of Food 
Services Charlotte Lewis 
presented a Student 
Nutrition Report to the 
board. 

• Phase I and Phase II 
construction at Thomas 
Nelson High School is on 
schedule, according to 
Project Manager Michael 
Salsman of BCD, Inc. The 
building should be com¬ 
plete, with the exception of 
the auditorium, in March, 
Orr said. The district is like¬ 
ly to buy mostly new furni¬ 
ture for the building, he 
added. 

• The board approved a 
number of change orders on 
its construction projects, 
including a cost of $2,823 to 
extend electrical wiring to 
the TNHS scoreboards and a 
savings of $4,257 on the 
construction of a wall at 
TNHS. 

• The board also approved 
several final payments to 
contractors on the Nelson 
County Early Learning 
Center, including $39,715 to 
Emco Enterprises for paint¬ 
ing and $116,559 to C & T 
Design for food service 
equipment. 

• Work to replace part of 
New Haven School roof is 
moving forward, architect 
Steven Ward said. 

• The board accepted a 
$21,179 offer of assistance 
from the School Facilities 
Construction Commission 
for construction projects, to 
be paid annually for 20 years 
and bond at about $300,000, 
according to Hockensmith. 
SFCC assistance is usually 
offered every other year; in 
2010 the offer was roughly 
$125,000, he said. 
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“We’re working out ... 
the details for all that, but it 
was just the way that the 
general membership appar¬ 
ently wanted to vote,” he 
said. “From my standpoint 
of it, I was nominated by a 
member of the corporation 
membership, which they are 
the same members that vol¬ 


unteer for the corporation 
and the city.” 

Howard said he could not 
comment Wednesday 
whether he would continue 
to serve as first assistant 
chief for the city, one of nine 
full-time positions, accord¬ 
ing to the mayor. 

“I’m going to be thrilled 
to serve as chief,” Howard 
said. “I guess everybody 
always hopes that they’ll be 
able to make improvements. 
That’s where, especially in 


the fire service, you strive to 
help your customers.” 

Corporation chief is a vol¬ 
unteer position, he said. 

Mattingly declined to 
comment on the vote. 

The two departments 
share the same headquarters 
on North Fifth Street, and 
they generally aid each other 
in fire runs. The city depart¬ 
ment is city-funded while 
the corporation is funded 
based on subscription fees 
paid by county residents 


within its district. Those 
who don’t choose to pay the 
$50 subscription fee are 
charged if the fire depart¬ 
ment is called to their resi¬ 
dence or business. 

According to Sheckles, 
the corporation holds elec¬ 
tions annually, then its rec¬ 
ommendation is presented 
to the Bardstown mayor and 
ultimately approved by the 
Bardstown City Council 
alongside the appointment 
of the city fire chief. 


If the mayor doesn’t like 
the recommendation, “I can 
ask for another vote,” 
Sheckles said. 

However, the corporation 
is a private entity operated 
under a board of directors, 
over which the mayor has no 
formal authority. Sheckles 
acknowledged if the depart¬ 
ment didn’t want to vote 
again it would not have to. 

As of mid-day Thursday, 
Sheckles said the situation 
had not been resolved. 


“Nothing’s really going 
on until I get some things 
straightened out,” he said on 
his way to the fire depart¬ 
ment. “I’ve got some things 
that I’ve got to get lined out 
with some people.” 

He did not comment on 
who he may prefer to be the 
departments’ chief.

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Taylor counties. But after 
the proposed redistricting, 
Nelson County would be 
part of the 15th district, 
which would include Nelson 
and Bullitt counties. If 
Beshear approves the redis¬ 
tricting plan, Higdon, who 
lives in Marion County, will 


no longer represent Nelson 
County when his term 
expires at the end of this 
year. Under the new plan, 
the 14th District would 
include Marion, Mercer, 
Washington and Taylor 
counties and gain Lincoln 
County in the eastern part of 
the 14th district. 

In the House of 
Representatives, Nelson is 
currently represented by 
Rep. David Floyd in the 50th 


district. The district also 
includes part of Bullitt 
County and part of Spencer 
County. Under the proposed 
redistricting plan, Nelson 
County would be its own 
district as the 50th district in 
the state House of 
Representatives. 

Floyd has already filed to 
run again for the House seat 
but said Wednesday that he 
plans to drop his filing for 
another term as a representa¬ 


tive. Instead, he plans to file 
to run for the state’s newly 
drawn 15th Senate district in 
November’s general elec¬ 
tion. 

“If I make it through the 
primary in May, I will be a 
(Republican) nominee for 
the 15th seat in the state 
Senate,” Floyd said. “In the 
meantime, I will continue to 
serve as a representative.” 

A Democratic candidate 
has already announced 


intentions to file for Floyd’s 
vacant House seat in 2012. 
Former Bardstown Mayor 
Dick Heaton (D) announced 
Wednesday he will be a can¬ 
didate for state representa¬ 
tive in the 50th district. 
Heaton said he plans to file 
for the seat within the week. 

“My desire to continue 
my public service for the 
people of Nelson County is 
stronger than ever,” Heaton 
said. “As state representative 


for Nelson County, I want to 
use my experience in public 
office, business and civic 
work to help all the people 
of Nelson County and the 
50th District. I enjoy public 
service and I feel like I still 
have much to give of myself 
to this effort.” 

The deadline to file for 
the House of 

Representatives is Jan 31. 
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p.m. O’Daniel reportedly 
could have seen the second 
barn from the first, but 
Vance said O’Daniel had 
already left. 

Campbell said that inves¬ 
tigating sheriff’s Dep. Jerry 
Hardin indicated later he 
didn’t believe the first fire 
sparked the second. 

The second barn, two sto¬ 
ries and approximately 30 
by 60 feet, contained about 
115 roll bales, Vance said. 
On the second floor, they 


were stacked all the way to 
the roof, he added. 

“The way the barn was set 
up, we had no way of getting 
into the hay bales to even 
start to break them up,” 
Vance said. 

The fire was still minor 
when he arrived. 

“It had a small fire, 
maybe approximately 3 foot 
high on one corner, and 
when I got there Jerry 
(Hardin) was already there 
and he was talking to the two 
people that called it in,” he 
said. 

But, Vance said, there was 
ultimately no way to save the 


barn and both barns were 
left to burn through the 
night. 

“There was really nothing 
we could do with the fire 
that we had, and we were 
going to let it burn itself 
out,” he said. 

Firefighters were dis¬ 
patched to the scene one 
more time around 1 a.m. but 
it was only because some¬ 
one had spotted the barns 
burning. Smoke was still ris¬ 
ing from the structures, one 
completely fallen in, 
Thursday morning. 

O’Daniel’s wife, Peggy 
O’Daniel, estimated the loss 


of the hay at several thou¬ 
sand dollars, according to 
Vance. 

Campbell said Thursday 
that the investigation into 
what the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment believes might be 
arson is ongoing. He indicat¬ 
ed Hardin had spoken to 
more than one juvenile 
Wednesday night and was 
set to interview a suspect 
Thursday. 

“Evidently they hang out 
in this area, but it sounded to 
me like there might just be 
one that’s a suspect in the 
setting of the fire,” 
Campbell said.

Are you still looking for signs from God? 


For the most part I’m not 
a fan of the “Messages 
from God” billboards 
(“What part of ‘Thou Shalt 
Not’ didn’t you under¬ 
stand?” “Keep using my 
name in vain and I’ll make 
rush hour longer,” “You 
think it’s hot here?”). 

Launched a few years 
ago by a Fort Lauderdale 
advertising agency, there 
are 17 messages in all, each 
one signed simply “God.” 

I do, however, like the 
one that says, “Well, you 
did ask for a sign.” 

That always makes me 
laugh. 

Years ago, a friend’s 
teenage daughter was 
going through a time of 
rebellion, causing a lot of 
turmoil in the family. 

For months my friend 
was distraught, begging 
God to do something in her 
daughter’s life, get her 
attention somehow. That’s 
when she learned that her 
daughter passed a billboard 
every day that read: “Jesus 
is real,” which irritated the 
girl to no end. 

To my friend, that bill¬ 
board was a sign from God 
to comfort and encourage 
her and to remind her that 
he had his hand on her 
daughter no matter what 
outward circumstances 
looked like. 

For me, a pig with wings 
is a sign from God, a 
reminder that he can do 
“immeasurably more than 
all we ask or imagine, 
according to his power that 
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is at work within us” 
(Ephesians 3:20) and that 
he hasn’t forgotten me. 

For my friend Tara, her 
sign at one time was wild 
beehives. One day as she 
walked through the woods 
praying through her stuff 
that she was going through 
she asked God to show her 
a beehive. The next week as 
she walked in the same 
woods she heard some 
buzzing, looked up in a tree 
and there was a beehive. 

When she walks in the 
woods, she’ll ask God, 
“Show me something yel¬ 
low, but it can’t be anything 
manmade like a T-shirt. It 
has to be something you 
made” — and she’ll see 
something yellow in the 
middle of all the green and 
brown. 

Tara believes God gets a 
kick out of doing things 
like that and she does it, not 
to say, “If you’re really 
God, then prove it,” but to 
enjoy him and his creation 
and to join with creation in 


worship of him. 

People in the Bible were 
always asking God to show 
them signs. God told a man 
named Gideon, who was 
hiding in a winepress from 
the Midianites to go save 
Israel from them. 

Gideon gave a bunch of 
lame excuses, which God 
refuted, telling Gideon it 
would be OK because he’d 
go with him. 

Not convinced, Gideon 
asked God for a specific 
sign: He would put a piece 
of wool out on the ground 
and if only the wool and 
not the ground was wet 
with dew in the morning, 
then he would trust him. 

The next morning — 
wet wool, dry ground. 

But just in case that was 
a fluke, Gideon asked God 
to do it again, only in 
reverse — dry wool, wet 
ground, which God did 
(Judges 6). God graciously 
condescended to Gideon’s 
obvious lack of faith. 

In other places in the 
Bible, when people asked 
for a sign God said no. 

Some Pharisees who 
were following Jesus 
asked, “Teacher, we want to 
see a sign from you.” 
Another translation says, 
“Teacher, we want to see 
your credentials.” They 
were asking for hard evi¬ 
dence. A miracle or two, 
maybe calling fire down 
from heaven or making a 
rock turn into a T-bone 
steak. 

Jesus not only told them 


no, he said only a “wicked 
and adulterous generation 
asks for a sign.” Earlier in 
Matthew’s gospel he told 
them they had “minds like 
a snake pit” (v. 34, The 
Message). 

He told them the only 
sign they would get was the 
“sign of Jonah,” the 
prophet who stayed inside 
the belly of a fish for three 
days. Jesus was referring to 
his upcoming death, burial 
and three-days-later resur¬ 
rection. 

As Christianity Today 
columnist Mark Galli put 
it, “The demand for signs is 
a demand for proof. It’s a 
clue that the heart is not 
right. It’s putting God on 
trial...Questions driven by 
a demand for signs never 
cease, and they never satis¬ 
fy. The unfortunate conclu¬ 
sion in the gospel of John 
is, ‘Despite all the miracu¬ 
lous signs Jesus had done, 
most of the people still did 
not believe in him (John 
12:37). 

But for those of us who 
do believe, sometimes God 
sends beehives and yellow 
things in the woods, bill¬ 
board signs that irritate 
straying kids and pigs that 

fly- 

Because he’s like that for 
those he loves.

LAST PAPER’S POLL 


Putting the 
county's 
p ilule pieces 
together 

County Judge Executive Dean Watts and Nel¬ 
son Fiscal Court are facing some vexing prob¬ 
lems somewhat akin to playing a game of musi¬ 
cal chairs, but with players who have different 
girths and with chairs of various and sundry 
sizes. 

Fitting various agencies and offices into exist¬ 
ing spaces and trying to make sure the agencies 
can not only co-exist but actually complement 
each other is the challenge. Unlike a real game 
of musical chairs, there is no penalty for not 
finding a place to land when the music stops. 
Right now, the problem is how to use existing 
space to the best advantage, particularly the Old 
Library on the square. 

Finding a use for the 1914 Beaux Arts-style 
building has been an adventure since the Nelson 
County Library moved out of the structure. It 
was originally sold to a couple who wanted to 
develop it as a restaurant and perhaps a bed and 
breakfast. When that fell through the county 
stepped forward and purchased the building, 
putting on a new roof and doing some cosmetic 
improvements, looking toward moving at least 
part of the county clerk’s operations to the build¬ 
ing. When then-Clerk Phyllis Mattingly balked 
that idea was scrapped. 

Most recently the building’s first floor has 
been used as an art gallery and showcase for the 
Fine Arts Bardstown Society. It was a perfect 
match, except FABS could be considered the 
poster child for a non-profit organization: it has 
no money and pays no rent. 

The idea was then floated by Judge Watts and 
some others to move planning and zoning and 
code enforcement to the location, giving the 
public a one-stop center to get information and 
tackle permit compliance. Planning and zoning 
is on the second floor of the Old Courthouse. 
Code enforcement is housed in a falling-down 
remodeled house east of the Sutherland Build¬ 
ing. 

A summit with interested parties last Monday, 
including the heads of the two departments, the 
judge and the two magistrates who make up the 
court’s buildings and grounds committee, was 
enough to quickly established that no matter 
how desirable it might be to have the agencies 
under one roof, it was not the new roof of the 
Old Library. There were just too many issues 
that really did not have solutions without doing 
major remodeling inside the old building. So it 
is back to the drawing board. 

The county still has a multitude of options 
available, including the 1892 Courthouse, the 
Sutherland Building, the Civic Center and now 
the space that will be available at the site of the 
new Senior Citizens Center at the old Plaza 
Center. Finding a perfect solution to the problem 
of where to put these departments is probably 
not possible, but with a spirit of compromise 
and cooperation Fiscal Court should be able to 
craft a plan.

Fighting the fear of snakes 


I understand the fear of 
snakes and spiders and 
creepy-crawlies is irra¬ 
tional, and I know that 
those who fear them gener¬ 
ally understand this fact. 
While I aim to come to the 
crawlies’ defense in just a 
moment, I’ll admit my own 
irrational fear of (perhaps 
I’ll say disgust at?) cock¬ 
roaches, mostly because I 
sense they’re dirty though I 
know factually they’re par¬ 
ticularly clean. Irrational. 

But I’d like to change a 
few people’s minds, partic¬ 
ularly about snakes. First 
off, there are the common 
misconceptions: they’re 
slimy (actually, smooth and 
dry) and they’re aggressive 
(they’re far more likely to 
flee you than to fight, and 
when they fight, it’s out of 
fear similar to your own). 
Of course, the snake has 
been portrayed as a vicious 
creature since the Garden 
of Eden, which makes the 
fear even more difficult to 
suppress for some people. 

Yet recent research relat¬ 
ed to snakes reveals how 
every creature on Earth has 
something to teach us — 
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sometimes something that 
could save human lives. 

A study of Burmese 
pythons has found that the 
size of snakes’ heart and 
organs increases dramati¬ 
cally after they’ve digested 
a big meal — in particular, 
the three fatty acids that 
come along with that meal. 
This helps snakes digest the 
meal, and then their organs 
shrink back to normal size. 
But in humans, enlarged 
hearts can indicate heart 
damage. 

People who are athletic, 
however, also develop larg¬ 
er hearts, which helps them 
exercise harder and pump 


more blood. 

Now, researchers have 
injected fatty acids into 
mice and found that a mix¬ 
ture similar to that which 
snakes ingest enlarged 
mice hearts in a beneficial 
way. Someday, scientists 
hope, this could lead us to a 
method to enlarge the 
hearts of those suffering 
from heart disease, so they 
can pump more blood safe- 

iy- 

From flying to efficient 
use of oxygen to disease 
immunity, animals through¬ 
out the world have adapta¬ 
tions we only now wish we 
had. But we have already 
learned a great deal from 
them, and scientists remind 
us that their preservation — 
and the preservation of 
their environments — is 
key to any future discovery. 

On another token, the 
tendency to anthropomor¬ 
phize (assign human per¬ 
sonalities to animals) can 
get out of hand, as we see 
people keeping jungle cats 
and other exotic animals as 
pets. Even chimpanzees, 
which can sometimes dis¬ 
play violent behavior, can’t 


be treated like we would 
treat a human being. We do 
not do justice to the animal 
even by loving it as we 
would another human, 
because in so doing we’re 
blinding ourselves to the 
animal’s true nature, subju¬ 
gating it as inferior to our 
own nature — and possibly 
missing something much 
more interesting along the 
way. 

Of course, all of us have 
heard the horror stories of 
what happens when peo¬ 
ple’s exotic animal 
“friends” appear to turn on 
them. A South African man 
was recently chewed to 
death by his pet 2,400- 
pound hippopotamus. 
Before his death, Marius 
Els had said: “Humphrey’s 
like a son to me, he’s just 
like a human.” The thing is, 
the hippo didn’t turn on 
him; it only perceived him 
differently than he wished 
it would. In that way, the 
relationship was not unlike 
those we experience 
between us humans, if only 
in the fact that all of us 
misunderstand others once 
in a while.

Let’s break this web cen¬ 
sorship down into something 
easy to digest. There are 
actual legislators who want 
to control what you and I are 
able to look at, what we 
search for or where we 
decide to spend our money 
on the Internet. These bills 
would give the government 
carte blanche to put any 
website on a blacklist, en¬ 
force its removal from any 
search engines in the U.S. 
and make it illegal for any fi¬ 
nancial companies, such as 
Paypal, to allow consumers 
to do any monetary transac¬ 
tions with the listed site. The 
proposed targets are foreign 
sites that infringe on our 
commerce and copyright 
laws. I can’t resist the urge to 
be facetious and sneer about 
the language that echos of 
recycled propaganda. Do 
these types of measures 
remind anyone of things 
such as the Red Scare com¬ 
munist witch hunts in the 
’20s or ’50s? Now, that may 
sound like a great leap, but I 
lived in fear of the U.S.S.R. 
in the ’80s as a kid, listening 
to Cold War rhetoric just as 
kids hear now in the word 
“terrorist.” And if you want 
to pass any legislation these 
days just put “terrorist” in 
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the composition with how it 
contributes to our lack of 
jobs and the bill will slip 
under our noses into law. I 
know that sounds hyperbolic 
in general, but I promise I 
will bring this rant home so 
it makes more sense. With 
these laws, Congress can put 
your site on the blacklist 
without any hearing or due 
process. No, your site isn’t 
foreign, contain any piracy 
activity or definitely isn’t 
participating in terrorism, 
but because you have a shop 
on Ebay you could be black¬ 
listed. Sounds crazy doesn’t 
it? A woman’s knitting site 
made it to the blacklist in 
Australia along with an in¬ 
surance company when the 
two major Internet providers 


control? 


decided to have their own 
blacklists as recently as last 
year. There is a company 
here in the U.S. called 
Monster Cable that has al¬ 
ready compiled its own 
blacklist that includes 
Costco, Craigslist and Ebay.

It’s 
free on wordpress.com, you 
have no ties to Serbian mob¬ 
sters and usually critique 
people on their sense of 
fashion, but one day you 
write about Serbian mob¬ 
sters. You remark on their 
refined taste in counterfeit 
Italian designer shoes post a 
link to Wikipedia.org about 
the murdered mobsters,

Google image search for

Budget challenges facing the state 


There is good news and 
bad news for Kentucky as 
your General Assembly 
drafts a new biennial budget 
during this year’s legislative 
session. Let’s start with the 
good news: revenues are up. 

For the current fiscal year 
(FY12) revenue to the state 
from all general fund 
sources is up over $137 mil¬ 
lion from what we budget¬ 
ed. The forecasting group 
also projects a modest 
increase in tax revenue over 
the next two-year budget 
period, assuming the tax 
structure remains as it is 
today. Let’s hope they’re 
right — on both counts. 

In presenting his budget 
suggestions this week, 
Governor Beshear made 
clear he wants no tax 
increases. The House lead¬ 
ership will not want that 
either, especially this elec¬ 
tion year. And, of course, 
the Senate doesn’t want to 
increase taxes. 

So much for the good 
news. 

Now, even though we 
have reduced the budget 
over the last four years, our 
spending has increased. 
Mary Lassiter, the gover¬ 
nor’s budget director, told 
us that spending in the last 
year was actually higher 
than in the previous. This, 
despite the fact that the 
General Assembly cut 
spending in virtually all 
areas except: primary/sec¬ 
ondary schools, correc¬ 
tions/public safety, and 
Health & Family services. 

How can this be? 
Understand that, when we 
talk of our general fund we 
are speaking of all 
Kentucky tax dollars. When 
we talk, however, about 
total spending, we add in 
the (roughly) 400 percent 
federal match for every dol¬ 
lar we spend in Medicaid; 
and we spend a lot of 
money on Medicaid. This is 
true every year in every 
state. 

But in FY 2012 we 
accepted federal stimulus 
money (hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of your federal tax 
dollars), most of which 
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were used to pay for 
increased Medicaid servic¬ 
es. Medicaid, you will 
remember, is health care for 
people who are “poor.” 
Medicaid enrollment in 
Kentucky has increased by 
1,931 people every month 
for the last five years; FY 
2011 ended with more than 
815,000 people receiving 
benefits. 

The bad news for our 
budget is that federal stimu¬ 
lus money will not be there 
any more. Therefore, says 
Mary Lassiter, we have a 
very challenging budget to 
write. Some estimate that 
we will be $500 million 
short. 

The obvious answer, if 
you agree with the governor 
that taxes should not be 
increased, is to cut spend¬ 
ing. But where to make the 
cuts? Remember those 
areas I mentioned that had 
no cuts — primary/second¬ 
ary schools, 

corrections/public safety, 
and health & family servic¬ 
es? Together, they cover 
about 89 percent of annual 
Kentucky tax dollar spend¬ 
ing. All the cuts before now 
have come from the other 
11 percent. 

So we have a problem. 
We’ll hear no end of grief if 
we cut in any of these three 
areas. Schools already com¬ 
plain that they are under¬ 
funded; in fact, they’ve had 
more students in class than 
anticipated and state fund¬ 
ing fell behind about $57 
million in FY12. 

Corrections funding can be 
lowered if we cut the explo¬

Then there is funding for 
the state’s various pension 
systems, an obligation that 
we cannot — and will not 
— dodge. More on that in 
another column. 

Looks like it will be a 
long session.

junior Jacob Browning’s 15- 
footer 23 seconds into the 
third quarter. 

That’s when the fireworks 
started for Bardstown, as 
Jordan Brewer and Devonte 
Grundy each hit three-point¬ 
ers during a 12-4 spurt over 
the next four minutes to give 
the Tigers their biggest lead 
thus far, at 33-23.

“It was awesome because they beat us 
(earlier in the season), so it was kind of 
revenge,” she said. “It was a really big game 
for us.” 

The Commanders (7-9) won both prior 
meetings between the two in district play, 
the most recent a 51-50 decision Jan. 7 in 
Springfield, where Kenya Turner hit a pair 
of game-winning free throws with no time 
left on the clock. The teams will play once 
more this season, in the first round of next 
month’s 19th District tournament, hosted by 
Bardstown. 

“We are ready for that,” Comandini said. 

With Bardstown leading 8-6 early, 
Keonna Stone — who pitched in with 13 
points and seven rebounds — got hot and 
scored the next eight points for the Tigers, 
including a pair of three-pointers. They 
jumped out to a 16-7 lead after the first 
quarter by pressuring the Commanders into 
turning the ball over, taking advantage of 
hobbled Washington County point guard 
Shay Yocum, who suffered an ankle sprain 
in Monday’s first-round win over 
Bethlehem. The Commanders committed 
27 turnovers in the game. 

“That was our plan — to put as much 
pressure man-to-man on them as we could,” 
Tiger coach Paul Stone said, “just to see 
how well they could handle the ball. It 
worked.” 

Bardstown scored only one point in the 
first six minutes of the second quarter, but a 
stellar defensive effort held Washington 
County to only four points in the quarter. 
That set the Tigers up for a 9-0 run to finish 
out the half and they took control of the 
game at 26-11 heading into halftime. 

Stone said one of the keys was keeping 
Turner, the Commanders’ 6-2 junior center, 
out of her comfort zone. Turner battered 
Bethlehem for 31 points and 14 boards in 
Monday’s 60-50 Washington County win, 
but she was held to just four points before 
halftime and 19 all game. 

“We were able to keep the ball out of 
Kenya’s hands,” Stone said. “We did a much 
better job of denying her the ball” than in 
prior meetings. 

Commanders’ coach Bernard Smalley 
said his team didn’t come with the same 
focus as Bardstown. 

“We were missing two and three-footers, 
and it was just little things,” he said. “Coach 
Stone had his bunch ready to play, and they 
outplayed us in every aspect of the game.” 

The Tigers put the game away early in the 
third quarter with a three-pointer by Abbie 
Parrish and a three-point play by Stone. 
After Stone stole the ensuing throw-in and 
put in another basket, she added another

bucket, giving Bardstown a 38-14 lead at 
the 4:41 mark of the third quarter, its largest 
margin of the game. The Tigers held a 41-22 
advantage heading into the fourth quarter, 
and with the starters resting in the final min¬ 
utes, they pulled out a 52-32 win. 

Down the stretch, Stone said he urged his 
team to burn as much clock per possession 
as possible and make the extra pass. That 
led to the breakout game for Comandini, an 
Italian exchange student who joined the 
team this year. 

“Her teammates did a great job of getting 
her the ball,” Stone said. “She finished or 
got fouled.” 

Bardstown ended up with 13 steals in the 
game and committed a season-low six 
turnovers.

Sending her away 
should be a LAST 
resort. Some family 
counseling should be 

tried first.

By now she should have realized 
that her abuser will never be the 
man she imagined him to be. The 
time to leave is while things are 
calm — before his next outburst. 
In order for him to control her, he 
needs to keep her dependent. If he 
senses that she’s nearing a point 
where she can support herself and 
the children without him, he could 
explode.

The ex¬ 
perts there can help her formulate 

as safe an escape plan as possible.
